1. The initial Council determinations under Section 1302 should 
consist of reports on four or five selected countries or groups 
of countries, as thoroughly documented as time will permit, and 
a general exception for all others. 


2. The reports will be unclassified to the greatest extent possible 
with due consideration to the requirements of security. 


3. A drafting group, composed of the State, Defense, Commerce and 
ECA members of the Special Committee, should prepare the above 
reports, with discretion as to the selection of the countries 
and as to the form and content of the reports. 


4, The initial reports should be submitted by the drafting group 
for joint consideration by the Senior NSC Staff and the Special 
» Committee, with the view to Council action thereon no later 
than its regularly scheduled meeting on June 13, 1951. 


The Special Committee also agreed that the Export-Import Bank should 
be invited to have representation on the Special Committee for the 
staff work in connection with Section 1302, 


An Interim General Exception under Section 1302 of the. Third 
Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1951, prepared jointly by the Senior 
NSC Staff and the Special Committee on June 8, was submitted as NSC 
lll for Council consideration.

as possible appropriate recommendations through the NSC. 


At its 8lst Meeting the Council discussed a report by the Chairman, 
NSRB, on "Recommended Policies and Actions in Light of the Grave 
World Situation" (NSC 100) and noted the reference by the President 
of NSC 100 to the Secretaries of State and Defense for considera- 
tion in connection with the joint review of the politico-military 
strategy of this Government. 


At its 93rd Meeting (NSC Action No. 487b) the Council noted the
